Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a faced building insulation assembly, but fails to disclose a faced building 
insulation assembly comprising a fibrous insulation layer having a length of about 46 inches or 
more, uncompressed width of about 15 inches or more and thickness of about 3 inches or more, 
and a facing sheet with no folds therein, the facing sheet being fimgi growth resistant and the 
facing sheet and the fibrous insulation layer being separable by hand to separate the faced 
building insulation assembly into faced insulation sections. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
